lesteeteeees sees My son was sitting in the pilot’s seat. 
I was flying co-pilot in the Canadair Regional Jet 
when we noticed it was snowing outside the cock- 
pit windows. The tower asked us to hurry our take- 
off before they closed the airport. My son started 
his takeoff roll and immediately climbed into the 
clouds — zero visibility. We had only a brief 
glimpse of the city and the Hudson River when all 
the alarms went off in the cockpit. Our left engine 
was on fire. As he throttled back on the left engine, 
I pushed all the extinguisher buttons. We got the 
jet under control but keeping a proper attitude was 
difficult with only one engine. I found my son 
physically leaning on the yoke as he brought it around for an emergency landing on runway 13R (JFK’s 
longest). In the last few seconds ...... 0.2.60 .0000 


Even though the above scenario actually happened, the good news was we were in a flight simulator 
and were able to walk away. GARS was recently invited to visit Flight Safety International, near Harts- 
field-Jackson International Airport, as part of a community outreach program. Flight Safety Interna- 
tional’s main purpose is to train military and commercial pilots in new equipment where they can work 
out the “kinks” before they step into the actual equipment. Alan Murray (W4AJM), our host, said the 
pilots generally spend a week to two weeks in classroom study before they step into the simulators. The 
simulators are electronic and mechanical marvels that cost around $15M each. In many cases the simu- 
lators cost more than the actual jets they represent. 


GARS members were shown into a conference room for a brief pre-flight. We also had a chance to meet 
our simulator operators and other members of the team that graciously offered up their Saturday morn- 
ing to help train us. The attendees were taken to the simulators in five groups of two. The simulators 
included a few Lear Jets and the Canadair Regional Jet. Each visitor received about 15 minutes of flight 
time (Just enough time to take off from JFK, circle NYC, then bring it around for the landing). Those 
members not in the simulators were given presentations on R/C Gliders then given a demo of a gas- 
powered R/C Truck out in the parking lot. 


The hospitality that was shown to our group went way beyond the scope of a normal show-and-tell. 


Everyone that attended agreed that this was an experience of a lifetime. In addition to the gifts that were 
given to commemorate our visit almost everyone left with shaky hands and sweaty palms.

A Special (Event) Day at WA2HOM

Thad a special day at WA2HOM today...a special event day, that is. 


First of all, it was SKYWARN Recognition Day today. There were more than 100 National Weather 
Service amateur radio stations on the air today (see map below). 


More than 100 NWS amateur radio stations were on the air today for SKYWARN Recognition Day. 
I managed to work eight of them including stations in FL, IL, KS, KY, MA, TN, TX, and VA. 


I also contacted several stations participating in the Southeastern Conference (SEC) Amateur Radio 
Clubs Special Event. This operating event was held in conjunction with the SEC championship football game. 
I was able to work three of the stations: AA4UT (Univ. of Tennessee), W4DFU (Univ. of Florida), and W5YM 
(University of Arkansas). It was great to hear so many college club stations on the air. 


One thing that I found a little curious is that the event lasted only from 8:00 am to 1:00 pm. Then, it hit me. The 
game must have started at 1:00 pm. D’oh! 

I worked two stations commemorating the attack on Pearl Harbor. The first, N4WIS, was aboard the battleship 
U.S.S. Wisconsin in Norfolk, VA. The second, W2W, was located at the National Electronics Museum in Balti- 
more, MD. 

When I wasn’t busy working the special event stations, I managed to sneak in a couple of DX contacts. The first, 
VP2MOR, was on the island of Monserrat. The second, NH7U, is on the island of Molokai in Hawaii. It was kind 
of neat to work NH7U as I’ve actually been to Molokai. 

In addition to all these great contacts, I was able to give a couple of demos to interested museum patrons. That 
rounded off a really special day down at WA2HOM.

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-- 60-METER BAND CHANGES -- 


On 18 November 2011, the FCC released a 
Report and Order with new 5MHz rules for the 
60-meter band to take effect 30 days after publi- 
cation in the Federal Register. 


The FCC adopted the use of the name "60 
meter bana" to refer to 5MHz amateur radio in 
the frequency range 5330.5-5406.4 kHz, but 
USA General, Advanced and Amateur Extra 
class hams are still only allowed to transmit on 5 
specific channels in the band. 


The FCC changed the rules to allow 
Phone (USB only), RTTY, Data, and CW; with 
specific limitations on the use of these modes. 
Data or RTTY operators must be careful to limit 
the length of transmission to avoid causing 
harmful interference to US Government stations. 


60-Meter Channel Frequencies 


Suppressed Carrier VFO Dial freq: 
5330.5 kHz USB (center of channel = 5332.0) 


5346.5 kHz USB (center of channel = 5348.0) 
5357.0 kHz USB (center of channel = 5358.5) 


New! 
5371.5 KHz USB (center of channel = 5373.0) 
5403.5 kHz USB (center of channel = 5405.0) 


Note: The FCC deleted the channel at 5366.5 
USB (center=5368.0) and "replaced" it with 
channel 5357.0 kHz USB (center=5358.5) 


The maximum allowed power level is now 

100 Watts PEP (ERP) effective radiated power 
referenced to a dipole. If another type of antenna 
is used, the station licensee must maintain a record 
of either the antenna manufacturer's data on the 
antenna gain or calculations of the antenna gain. 


Upper Sideband Phone, Data, or RTTY transmis- 
sions may use dial (VFO) USB suppressed carrier 
frequency at 1.5 kHz below the center of the chan- 
nel. Transmissions must not exceed the 2.8kKHz 
bandwidth channel. RTTY modes such as PSK31 
must not exceed 60Hz necessary bandwidth. Data 
modes must not exceed 2.8 kHz bandwidth. CW 
bandwidth must not exceed 150Hz bandwidth and 
the CW frequency should be at the center of the 
channel. 


NOTE: Data stations operating under Section 
§97.221 automatically controlled digital station, are 
not allowed on these 5MHz channels.
